THE SWING-BRIDGE MATTER. 



"Good faith is the richest exchequer 
of rulers, for the more it is drawn, upon 
the firmer it is, and its resources in- 
crease with its payments. A falsehood 
from governing lips is to a nation what 
the mistake of a signal is to an army ; 
the word of a king is as a Pharos to 
the mariner; to withhold his word is 
to withhold tho light; but to give his 
word and not to fulfil it is not only to 
withhold the true light, but to set up 
a false one." These words of Colton 
must have occurred to many who at- 
tended at the Town Hall on Tuesday 
evening as peculiarly apposite to tho 
occasion when the series of incidents that 
led like a flight of steps to the meeting 
were gradually unfolded to the aston- 
ished gaze of the taxpayers. Well 
might the introducer of the first reso- 
lution declare that there was a mystery' 
connected with the appropriation of tho 
sum of S-l-,500 for Victoria City that 
required a public gathering to make 
clear. We fancy the mystery was made 
plain to tho comprehension of almost 
every one before the meeting dis- 
solved; and all present must have left 
the hall impressed with tho belief that 
tho Government of tho country could 
not well bo placed in worse hands than 
in those that now hold the reins. 
The unchallenged statements of Messrs. 
Wilson- and Williams expose an 
amount of hypocrisy and double dealing 
on the part of at least two members of 
tho Government that we scarcely gave 
even them tho credit of possessing. 
We have said some hard, and we think 
not undeserved, things of this Govern- 
ment; wc have shown them to bo false, 
heartless, brutal and unrelenting in their 
treatment of political enemies — snatch- 
ing from their grasp the means of a 
livelihood, and often hounding them 
to their graves; but we never imagined 
that they were capable of deceiving and 
humbugging political friends. That was 
a depth of political infamy to which we 
did not think they would descend ; and 
but for an overwhelming mass of evi- 
dence in support of the accusation wo 
should even now be lothc tc accept the 
statement as gospel. What arc tho 
facts of this disgraceful case as develop- 
ed at the meeting? Briefly these: 
That the Island members demanded 
and obtained the concession that one- 
half tho sum in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment available for expenditure on 
public works should be expended on 
the Island; of the amount secured for 
the Island tho City members requested 
that §15,000 be spent within the cor- 
porate limits of the Municipality; this 
demand was afterwards reduced to 
§i,500, when a new difficulty arose: 
Mr. Abrams, member for Nanaimo, 
(backed by others) declared that un- 
less a like sum was voted for Nanaimo 
he could not face his constituents. It 
was then decided by a caucus of Gov- 
ernment members that tho §i,500 
should be expended in the construction 
of a bridge at the foot of Johnson 
street; subsequent to this determination 
the Premier, in the presence of one of 
his Ministerial colleagues (Mr. Hum- 
phreys) and Mr. Galbraith, a mem- 
ber for Kootenay, expressjd the opinion 
that the bridge was highly necessary 
and pledged himself to pay over the 
money voted for it. Not long after- 
wards a petition was presented to the 
Government against tho bridge project, 
when the Premier and Mr. Beaven 
changed their attitudes, decline now to 
sanction the payment of the money voted 
forthepurpose and deny that they prom- 
ised to do so. It is a fact that relying 
on the pledgo of the Government in- 
vestments have been made in real 
estate at either end of the projected 
bridge, which the failure of tho Gov- 
ernment to keep faith with its friends 
has rendered unprofitable. The bisec- 
tion of tho harbor does not meet with 
favor in our eyes. We are not con- 
vinced that a contraction of space in our 
limited waterway would be wise or 
beneficial ; but we cannot refrain from 
remarking that the Government, in 
pledging themselves to the construction 
of a bridge before they had ascertained 
the public sentiment thereon, and re- 
ceding from that pledge after they had 
caught the drift of that sentiment, 
were guilty of a trick that cannot be 
excused or palliated. Tho demand of 
the City Council for the i?-t,500 for 
Municipal purposes was natural under 
the circumstances; because the Gov- 
ernment, by expending 8S00 on the 
School Reserve without asking the con- 
sent of the City members had estab- 
lished a precedent under which they 
should have handed over the remainder 
of the sum to the Municipality, or ex- 
pended it themselves as they saw 
proper. But that did not suit their 
purpose. They sought to place the 
City members in a false position before 
their constituents, so they informed the 
Council that they could not pay over 
the money without the consent of the 
City members. This consent Messrs. 
Williams and Wilson" said that, act- 
ing in good faith with the member for 
Nanaimo and other members, they 
could not give. The next most natural 
step for the City Council to take was 
to call a public meeting and ask the 
sense of the taxpayers as to the man- 
ner in which tho money should be ex- 
pended. Only one Minister attended, 
and he dodged the main issue. Tho 
speech of Mr. Wilson' was searching 
and edectivo and- has placed the Gov- 
ernment — whatever may be thought of 
the resolution passed by the meeting — 
in an unenviable position. The Gov- 
ernment hoped, by appealing to the 
multitude, to confound the City mem- 
bers; but tho record of the Govern- 
ment's hypocrisy and double-dealing 
was shown to be so infamous that their 
warmest friends cannot defend it.

Britiah North Amorica from Lako 
Superior to tho Pacific. 

[Concluded.] 
PEACE RIVER COUNTRY. 

Even sparse settlement has not yet 
reached beyond Saskatchewan, but it 
soon will, as a most attractive country 
lies to tho north and west reaching to 
and through tho Rocky Mountains. 
The able botanist Professor Maconn of 
Albert College, Belleville, Out, has 
been two summers through parts of 
that northern land, and what he, IToi'- 
etzsky and other explorers relate of its 
soil and climate is truly marvellous. 
Macoun in his report (Jan. 74) conjec- 
tures that the mildness of spring and 
summer is caused by " a settling down 
of a current of warm air from the 
South, somewhat analogous to the 
Gulf Stream." This warm air proceeds 
" all the way down tho Mackenzie as 
wheat can be raised as far north as 
G5V At Fort Simpson 62° N. on said 
river "summer frosts never occur." At 
Fort Vermilion about 58° -15' N. on 
Peace River " the soil is of the very 
best description." Barley sown 8th of 
May was out Aug. 6th." Often here 
" whole seasons pass without a frost." 
Tho fertile and much of it open land 
in this region has been estimated at 
about 38 million acres. "Richest herb- 
age of astonishing luxuriance," "herbs 
and grasses at Hudson Hope, 22nd of 
July, 75, havo almost tropical luxur- 
iance," are expressions in the explorers' 
official reports. At Hudson Hope no 
frost from 1st May till 15th Septem- 
ber in 1874. In 75 sowing commenced 
last week of April ; first frost 8th Sep- 
tember. Most useful explorations aro 
proceeding in the North, and much 
more regarding that great country will 
soon be known. Coal, beds of lignite, 
tar conglomerate, sandstone, limestone, 
etc., exist in Peace River or its 
neighborhood. 

STEAMER AND RAILROAD TRAVEL MAY 
MEET IN* THE FAR NORTH. 

From Hudson Hope on Peace River 
in this Province, about 56° N. and 122 
W.L. this great stream is for a distance 
of several hundred miles navigable for 
large steamers down to the falls below 
Fort Vermillion and nearly in N. hit. 
59. The line of transcontinental rail- 
way via Pine River Pass comes through 
tho heart of a vast agricultural country 
from the eastern border of Manitoba to 
Pine River valley, itself good, though 
narrow — a branch railway of about 35 
miles from Hudson Hope would con- 
nect with the ocean to ocean line, if 
coming this way, this long stretch of 
steam navigation through the fertile 
country of Poace River above imper- 
fectly described. According to rate of 
speed on the railway, Hudson Hope, 
Peace River, would be within from 20 
to 50 hours' travel of Esquimalt, tho 
most advantageously located seaport in 
British Columbia. This alone will ren- 
der the Peace River region most attrac- 
tive to settlers from east or west, 

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Of the agricultural capabilities of 
this Province it need only now be said 
that their development will fully keep 
pace with increased working of mines, 
sawmills and fisheries. They will in 
time prove to be much greater north 
and south, east and west than is now 
generally supposed. Much of what is 
yet a quiet and seldom molested haunt 
of the industrious beaver will yet wave 
with luxuriant crops of cereals and 
roots. Our country is essentially one 
for the miner, the saw-miller, the fish- 
erman, the grazier, and last though not 
lenst, the merchant. 

Mr. G. M. Dawson, F. G. S., in one 
of his reports gives a statement, but 
with a warning as to its incompleteness 
that gold has within the Province been 
found in 132 places, silver in nine, 
copper in eighteen, mercury in two, 
lead (galena) in several, coal and lig- 
nite in thirty-two and iron in twelve. 
Our coal, lumber and fish go to many 



parts o^tfie world where their excel- 
lent quality is duly estimated, 

CONCLUSION.

I seo 
in British North America, stretching as it 
docs across tho continent from tho At- 
lantic to tho Pacific, in its whoat Holds of 
tho West, its invaluable fisheries and its 
mineral wealth, a region grand onough 
for tho seat of a great empire."

RoniarkaDlo Spooch of Boaconsflold. on 
Canada. 

London, Sept. 18.— Lord Bcaconsfield 
made a speech at an agricultural banquet 
in Aylesbury to-day. Referring to Ameri- 
can competition with Great Britain, he 
said that tho greatest apprehension was 
felt in tho United States that they could 
not compote with Canada owing to thoir 
high taxation and high wages. Since the 
surrender of the territories of the Hud- 
son' Bay Company, Canada had become 
possessed of an illimitable and fertilo 
wilderness. Nearly all the chief land- 
holders in tho extreme Western States of 
America had sold out, gone to that wild- 
ernesB, and begun the work of cultivation 
there. Ho had heard on high authority 
that Canada expected to outstrip the 
United States in competition for European 
markets, lie therefore advised tho far- 
mers of England nut to be precipitate. 
Another high authority had informed him 
that under all circumstances the markets 
of the United States would be disturbed 
and that with tho impulsive character of 
humanity in the United States, tho Can- 
adian wilderness would soon be occupied 
by itilllioiio. 

Aquatic— Hanlan and Elliott to How 
Again. 

A dispatch dated London, Sept. 15th, 
says that Elliott has deposited fifty pound* 
tit the Sportsman office, as required by tho 
regulations governing contests for tho 
Sportsman Challenge Cup, desiring tho 
announcement that ho challenges Hanlan 
to row: over the Thames or Tyne course 
for the Sportsman Challenge Cup and 
two hundred pounds aside. The editor 
of tho Sportsman lias written to Hanlan 
notifying him of the challenge. Elliott 
also offers to row the winner of tho Hig- 
gins-Boyd race on the Thames or Tyne 
course for two hundred pounds aside. A 
dispatcli from Toronto, September 16th, 
says: Hanlan was considerably surprised 
to see by the morning papers that William 
Elliott, ex-champion of England, had 
challenged him again. He will have to 
accept, and will spend the winter in Eng- 
land, leaving here in the middle of Nov- 
ember and rowing in tho second or third 
week in January. Thu challenge is sup- 
posed to bo tho outcome of his dead heat 
with Riloy at Barrie. 

Hurricane in Montroal. 

Montreal, Sept. 17. — A severe hurri- 
cane passed over this city to-day. A large 
freight shed on the wharf, belonging to the 
Allen steamship line, was lifted bodily, 
and in its descent was completely wrecked. 
Of twenty men in tho building all escaped 
but two, who were badly bruised. 

New Westminster Items. — The Guar- 
dian says : — A young man named Alex- 
ander Finlayson started on Friday even- 
ing with four other men in a small boat 
for Haigh's fishing scow at the mouth of 
the river. They were observed to be 
more or less under the influence of liquor, 
and had a quantity of luggage in tho boat. 
When thoy wore opposite the cannery of 
the British Columbia Packing Company 
some change was necessary, and it is stat- 
ed that when deceased attempted to move 
to some place allotted to him, he foil 
overboard and was never again seen to 
rise. It ia supposed that he was caught 
in a snag. Ho was a native of Scotland, 
aged 20 years. . . .The man McGillivray, 
who was supposed drowned in Harrison 
Lake, turned up all right .... Mrs. Mc- 
Donough, a very estimable lady, died on 
Monday night last. She had been ill for 
a long time and leaves a devoted husband 
to mourn her loss. . . .The farm, or rather 
tho land held by McEachren, for the im- 
provements are not of much consequence, 
was bought by Mr. Howison on Monday 
last for about $20.... Edith Evelyn, 
aged years, a bright and interesting 
daughter of John and Rebecca Cottroll, 
died at Burrard Inlet on Saturday last. 
She was interred at tho Masonic cemetery 
at Sapperton the following day, the fun- 
eral being very numerously attended. . . . 
A Chinaman was taken into custody on 
Saturday last forstealingabagof rice. Cer- 
tain peculiarities in his manner induced 
the gaoler to have him searched, when a 
watch and chain, identified as belonging 
to Master Ellard of this city, were found 
concealed in his clothing. It appears 
that the celestial had been employed as 
washerman by the Ellard family.

Yale Quartz. — The workmen have 
reached the main lead in the Yale Creek 
quartz mine and will proceed to sink forth- 
with.

Specimens of 
the ore indicate that the ledge is rich in 
precious metals.

ASIA. 

Disastrous Firo at Ziovo. 



RUSSIA. 

Odessa, Sept. 23. — The Vjestruck 
newspaper publishes a letter from 
Kieve describing a terrible fire which 
occurred at that city on the 3rd inst. 
while a furious storm was raging. The 
firo broke out in seven different places. 
The offices of tho firo brigade, the chief 
police station, a gunpowder magazine 
and four petroleum stores were simul- 
taneously set on fire. The whole city 
was wrapped in a thick black cloud of 
smoke and every now and then people 
were terrified by a series of detonations 
and loud explosions. Tho entire gar- 
rison, the firemen of tho suburbs and 
many inhabitants labored indefatigably 
to extinguish tho fire, but despite their 
eflorts it continued until tho morning 
of the second claj after it broke out. 
Tho loss was enormous and many lives 
were lost, including those of several 
children. 

ASIA. 

Simla, Sept. 23. — Official intelligence 
lias been received here from two auth- 
entic sources by way of Persia confirm- 
ing the news that tho Russian advance 
column has been defeated by the Tur- 
comans at Geoktepe with a loss of 
seven hundred killed and the Russians 
are falling back on Fuerma. 

London", Sept. 23. — The Viceroy of 
India confirms tho report that tho Rus- 
sian advance column of tho expedition 
in Central Asia lias been defeated by 
the Turcomans at Geoktepe with a loss 
of 700 killed. 

BELGIUM. 
Brussels, Sept. 22. — A congress of 
persons interested in America opened 
here to-day. The King of Belgium 
and President Blanco of Venezuela 
wore present. Several countries were 
represented. 

AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Sept. 23. — Bismarck and 
Andrassy have made arrangements 
concerning their respective tariff regu- 
lations and means of communication 
between Austria and Germany. Bis- 
marck lias visited the Papal Nuncio in 
in this city.

Tho captain of the Abato 
was reported wounded in tho fight and 
a number of his men and o fliers killed. 
There is not a dollar in the Peruvian 
treasury and future revenue has been 
anticipated up to the end of November. 
Five million dollars are due banker i and 
others for war expenses. Soldiers are 
without pay and promise soon to be 
without rations.

Newcastle, Sept. G— On Thursday 
afternoon a very sad occurrence hap- 
pened at Port Newcastle. As soon as 
school was over eight of tho pupils 
went down to the lake for the purpose 
of bathing, a recreation in which they 
frequently indulged. The lake was 
exceedingly rough, and the waves were 
running high, but that fact did not at 
all intimidate tho boys, anil they un- 
dressed and swam out, Charlie Farni- 
corub, who was a good swimmer, going 
further than any of the rest. On re- 
turning towards the shore, it was ob- 
served that he had great difficulty in 
bufl'etting with the waves, and when 
he neared tho breakwater he appeared 
to be seized with cramps as lie threw 
up his arms and called for help. Char- 
lie Brent, jun., one of his companions, 
immediately swam to his assistance, 
but before he could reach him, the 
poor boy sank. Another boy named 
Frank Garvin, who could not swim, 
and was standing near the shore, was 
also drowned, having been knocked 
down by a wave, and was never seen 
afterwards. 

Halifax, Sopt.8. — Lato accounts 
from Prince Edward Island report the 
country looking remarkably fine. Tho 
harvest is looked upon as a bountiful 
one, but the mackerel fishery is said to 
bo a failure. 

Cod fishing continues poor at the 
Magdalen Islands for want of bait and 
good weather. There has been pretty 
good mackerel fishing at the Islands 
tho last two or three days, and the 
fish are somewhat larger and fatter 
than usual. 

Tho rumour was industriously circu- 
lated at St. John's, Nfld., a few days 
ago that a disturbance had occurred at 
Trinity Bay between the inhabitants 
of that section and American fisher- 
men. H. M. S. Zephyr was despatch- 
ed from St. John's with a magistrate 
on board to ascertain the facts, when 
it was discovered that the reports of 
trouble wero altogether unfounded. 
No obstruction had been offered to 
Americans, and relations of a friendly 
character appear to have been the rule 
between fishermen on both sides.
